THE FRENCH CRISIS, 


M. CLEMENCEAU CONSENTS TO UNDERTAKE 
THE FORMATION OF A NEW CABINET. 


An Unsuccessful Effort to Secure a Revision 
ofthe Constitution—The Comte de Paris’ 
Revenge—Boulanoger’s Boom—The Inter- 
view Between the Czar and Prince Bis- 
marck—Yesterday’s Demonstration in 
London—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, November 21.—The situation remains 
unchanged. The various parties held meet- 
ings yesterday and discussed matters. Great 
confusion prevails. M. Grevy called together 
Le Royer, Floquet, Clemenceau, Rouvlier, 
Ferry, Gobletand Freycinet toconsult whether 
he should resign, with the purpose, it is said, 
that if they should decide that he must not re- 
sign, then he would proceed to form a new 
Cabinet. ‘ 

THE INDEPENDENTS. 

A meeting of the Independent Deputies of 
the Left was also held. MM. Brisson, Goblet, 
Ribot, Lockroy and Carnot were present. It 
was decided not to take any part in the pro- 
posed plenary conference of the groups of the 
Left unless the programme previously agreed 
upon for the conference was dropped. 

GREVY FIRM. 

The Republique Francaise states that Presi- 
dent Grevy, in an interview with M. De Frey- 
cinet, declared that he would not yield to the 
present unconstitutional agitation, nor would 
he resign, He did not ask M. De Freycinet to 
form a Cabinet. Speaking of several Deputies 
President Grevy referred to the immense dif- 
ficulty that would be experienced in obtaining 
a Ministry. If this difficulty should be found 
insurmountable, he said he would ask the 
Senate for a dissolution of the Chamber of 
Deputies. He would then retire from the 
Presidency, after communicating to the 
country through a message to Parllament his 
views on the situation, its origin and the con- 
sequences likely to arise therefrom. 

CLEMENCEAU ACCEPTS. 

Pakts, November 21.—M. Clemenceau had 
an interview with President Grevy this morn- 
ing, and informed him that he was ready to 
form a Cabinet. He said, however, that he 
was bound to Indicate to the President that 
there were other elements besides the Minis- 
terial question to complicate the situation. 
M. Clemenceau and other prominent: poll- 
ticilans will have another conference to-night 
with M. Grevy. 

M. JOLIBOIS DEFEATED. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Joll- 
bois moved that the constitution be revised, 
urging that the sole remedy for the present 
situation was to restore the people's 
right to nominate the bead of the State, and 
thus make the people the arbiter instead of, 
as at present, the playtbing of politi- 
cal parties. He demanded urgoncy for 
his motion. M. Barodet and M. Michelin 
spoke in favor of the revision of the constitu- 
tion, in order, as they said, to abolish the 
Presidency. The demand for urgene 
Jolwön“ motion was féefecte 12 2917 57 20 


to 178. 
M. Micholin then moved for urgency for a 


proposal to abolish the Presidency. M. Joll- 
bois supported the motion. M. Ribot ap- 
pealed to the United Republicans to refuse their 
assent to the proposal which, he said, tended 
to discredit the Republic. M. Micholin’s mo- 
tion was rejected by a vote of 869to191. The 
Chamber adjourned until Thursday.

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A PUZZLE. 


The Defeat of the French Ministry—Comte 
de Paris’ Revenge. 
Special Cableeram to the Post-Di«patch. 
LOEDON, November 21.—The defeat of the 
French Ministry is a puzzie to which almost 
everybody has a different key. The proba- 
bility is that M. Clemenceau was surprised 
into a victory, and overthrew the _Gov- 
ernment when he meant merely to 
harass them. He has lately repudiated 
Boulanger, and his cue is rather to 
retard matters than to hasten them. The 
most effective movement in the majority, and, 
indeed, in French politics atthe present mo- 
ment, was the action of the Right, who sud- 
denly turn upon the Ministry which they 
brought into power. The plausible explanation 
of this Is that it is the Comte de Paris’ 
revenge on President Grevy for his exile. If 
so it isa very clumsy blow indeed, for it has 
made Grevy, who is an obstinate old man, 
put his foot down and declare that the will of 
the Chamber shall not have any effect on his 
attitude. Everybody recognizes that he is 
CONSTITUTIONALLY SAFE. 
This change of front has momentarily dis- 
mayed the President's assailants, who are not 
ready with an opposition candidate. M. de 
Freycinet is a mere man of India rubber, 
pilable and weak, and having no sufficient 
following. Jules Ferry is not quite pre- 
pared to make his pounce at power. 
The real danger arises from the possibility of 
a Boulanger street revolution. In that case, 
the Republicans generally would place con- 
fidence in Saussier, who Is a very strong man. 
Moreover, Boulanger has had his wings de- 
oldediy clipped. His polley is kept quiet. Lf 
matters Come to the worst pass, itis possible 
Grevy may resign. Saussier would then be 
elected by the National Assembly in his place. 
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BISMARCK AND THE CZAR, 


Russia Shut Out—New London Evening 
Journals—Yesterday’s Demonstrations. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

London, November 21.—All accounts from 
Berlin of the interview between the Czar and 
Prince Bismarck agree that the former went 
out of hie way to be pleasant to the Chancel- 
lor, but the situation cannot be affected. The 
door to a triple alliance is opened half way to 
England, but definitely closed to Russia. 

A NBW EVENING PAPER. 

The Daily Telegraph proposes to start an 
evening penny edition in January as a rival to 
the Evening Standard. This in no way affects 
the Star, the forthcoming evening haif-penny 
paper, which is tobe run on purely demo- 
cratic lines. 

YESTERDAY'S DEMONSTRATION. 

Yesterday's demonstration at Hyde Park 
represented at least 60,000 people. The special 
constables were targets for the light ralllery of 
a London mob, and consisted mainly of med- 
toal students who volunteered for duty. Several 
volunteer regiments refused to serve. The 
incident of the Leinster regiment f 
cheering «at Doughty’s trial and ting 
God Save Ireland“ ie significant. The En- 
glish army is full of Irishmen, the Munster 
-Fusileers, the Hack and the Connaught 
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Rangers being composed wholly or chiefly of 
Irish soldiers.

THE STEAMER W. A. SHOLTEN COLLIDES 
WITH THE ROSA MARY. 


Over One Hundred Lives Lost—Capt. Taat 
Remains at His Post and Goes Down 
With His Ship—Eighty of the Passengers 
Saved — Bodies Washed Ashore—State- 
ments of the Officers of Both Vessels—List 
of the Passengers. 


LonpDoN, November 21.—The most deplorable 
accident that the people of Dover ever saw 
occurred Saturday night at about il o’clock, 
when the steamer W. A. Scholten was sunk in 
a collision with another large vessel, sup- 
posed to have been the Rosa Mary. The acol- 
dent occurred a few miles off the Dover 
pler in a thick fog. The Scholten had 
left Rotterdam Saturday morning with 
280 persons on board. She was proceeding 
along slowly inthe impenetrable mist, when 
all at once she was struck on the port bow, an 
immense gaping wound being made, into 
which the water rushed with the force of a 
torrent, The passengers had nearly all re- 
tired, but were all aroused by 

THE FEARFUL SHOCK, 
and, rushing upon the deok in the scan- 
tiest garments, made a scene of ago- 
nized terror never to be forgotten. 
The head of the ship was gradually sinking— 
slowly but surely the affrighted beings felt 
themselves slipping toward the sea, colder 
and colder they crew, but still the icy water 
surging beyond gave promise of a chillier 
embrace. A rush was made for the boats 
but only two were found to be serviceabie 
and into this the humanity piled like scared 
sheep. The officers were cool aod 
Capt. Taat never lost his head, but the crew 
caught the passengers’ fears and acted like 
wild men. There were only a few minutes for 


the screaming of the women, the prayers of 
the pious and the wiid curses of the men. 
Then there was alurch, the water boiled white 
over the guar'is, and 
DOWN WENT THE BIG SHIP, 

and out on the black waves floated the white- 
robed figures. Farther and farther apart 
floated the half-choked cries for help, and 
then night and death clasped their black hands 
above the scene. 

The thoughtfulness of the brave Captain, 
who was last seen at his post, saved many 
lives. He had with great presence of mind or- 
dered the ship’s load of lumber to be thrown 
overboard and on these frail supports a num- 
ber of the unfortunates managed to keep alive 
till help came. But heip did not come from the 
colliding ship,for she backed and left her ocean 
colleague to the mercy of the waves. The 
steamer Ebro happened to be near at hand 
and responded to the rocket appeals, cruising 
about till daybreak and 

PICKING UP SCORES 
of half-frozen swimmers, whose hands were 
frozen to thelr supports. 

The passengers were nearly ali Germans, but 
halfa dozen were English. This little grou 
clustered together at the command ofa girl, 
who said: ‘‘Let us all die together. The 
wuter broke up the little group, but two or 
tnree were saved. The water being calm 
the boate had no difficulty in mak- 
ing land, but many of the women 
badly chilled. Those saved all 
told numbered about a hundred, although 
all reports are notin. The Dover quays were 
crewded with watchers from early morning, 
but not until the tide turned during the day 
and brought in its cold-faced clilidren was the 
tender-hearted people's Sabbath turned to 

A DAY OF WOE. 

More than the usual conflict of testimony 
has arisen over the accident. Officers of the 
Scholten d@clare that the Rosa Mary was in- 
sufficiently lighted and camedown upon them, 
while on the other band the Rosa Mary’s 
officers claim it was lying at anchor 
when it was struck by the Scholten 
and so badly damaged that it had to make 
for shore, being saved itself from sinkin 
only by ite water-tight bulkheads, A mackere 
boat's crew testify against the Rosa Mary by 
decluring that they saw a steamer which they 
were chasing for dumaging their nets, collide 
with another vessel. On the bows of the Rosa 
Mary were found tell-tale remains of nets.

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TWO BODIES KECOVERED. 


Statement of a Sarvivor—Brave Capt. Taat— 
Useless Life Belts. 


Loro, November 21.—Two bodies of the 
victims of the sinking of the steamer W. A. 
Scholten by collision with the steamer Rosa 
Mary, have floated ashore at Deal. There is 
now no doubt that Capt. Taat went down with 
his steamer. Mr. Robson, one of the pas- 
sengers saved, stated to a reporter that 


the W. A. Scholten had just weighed 
anchor whep the collision occurred. There 
were 800 life-belts on doard, and most of 
the passengers were supplied withthem, but 
they proved useless in a majority of cases, as 
the people were engulfed with © ship. The 
steamer’s decks burst when she was founder- 


ing. 

The sunken vessel lies in twenty fathoms of 
water. The survivors will sall for New York 
on Wednesday. 

THE NUMBER SAVED. 

DOVER, November 21.—Eighty persons in all 
have been saved from the wrecked steamer 
W. A. Scholten. One of the survivors is 
named Rolne. There ies another sarvivor in 
the hospital, whose name is not known. 

Onief Enuineer Edixhoven was landed at 
Seaford yesterday morning. No more bodies 
have been recovered here. It is the universal 
feeling that the fault of the collision rests with 
the Steamer Rosa Mary. Chief Mate Wells of 
that vessel states that she left Hartle ion 
Friday in command of Capt. Webster, and with 
acrew of sixteen men. Onthe night of the 
collision there wus ashifting fog; sometimes it 
was dense, while at intervals it was clear. 
At about 8:30 o’clock, he says, the collision 
ocourred. We bad been at anchor since 8 
o’clock. Myself and the Captain were on the 
bridge. The sea was of « calmest, Our 
lights were burning brightly and the fog- bell 
was sounding constantly. I firstsaw the col- 
liding steamer off our starboard bow. She 
was showin white and green lights, 
indicating that she was * her 
course to the starboard side. We 
could not shift our position, being 
anchored and the tide being ebb. The steamer 
soon ported ber helm and attempted to cross 
our bow. The tide, however, not being right- 
ly judged, settied the vessel on our bows, 
cutting her to the water’sedge. I cannot —4 
whetheri(t was the W. A. Scholten that col- 
lided with us. Whatever vessel it was, she 
proceeded on her course and soon disappeared 
in the darkness. We remained at anchor dur- 
ing the night and were piloted to Dover at 7 
o’clock in the morning. There we docked.’ 

CAPT. WEBSTER’S STATEMENT. 

Capt. Webster states that the weather during 
the voyage Was hazy. un Saturday morning 
there was a heavy fog, and the Rosa Mary an- 
chored for three hours of Halfordness. She 
proceeded at 11 o'cleck, and passed the East 
Goodwin gue at7in the evening. 4 
fog became so thick that she was compelled to 
anchor again at 8 o'clock, the Vessel bel 
then from seven to eight miles weet-southw 
of the East Guodwin The

off Dover, England, on Saturday night by a

MOTION TO DISMISS IT TO BE FILED ON 
_ | DECEMBER 19. 


The Little Chloroformer’s Attorneys Noti- 
fied this Morning and Fut in Possession 
of the G:ounds Upon Which the Motion 
Will Be Filed in the United States 
Supreme Court—The Errers in the Case 
Noe Federal Questions Discovered by 
Mr. Bishop—What Mr. Fauntleroy Thinks 
and Says : 

Messrs. Martin & Fauntleroy, attorneys for 
Maxwell, have been served with a notice that 
on December 19 the State would file in the 
United States Supreme Courta motion to dis- 
miss for want of jurisdiction the writ of error 
granted in the Maxwell case. They were also 
served. with printed copies of the motion 
and the brief and argument in support of 
it. They wiil be filed, of course, in the 
name of Attorney-General B. G. Boone though 
the brief is the work of Mr. O. Orrick Bishop 
of the Circuit Attorney's office, It was pre- 
pared by him at the request of the Attorney- 
General, who approved of it without making 
any alterations whatever in it. The law re- 
quires that when such @ motion is filed the 
opposing side is to be given at least three 
weeks’ notice before the matter can be taken 
up and argued ‘by the Court. By notifying 
Maxwell’s counsel now, the State’s Attorney 
is giving them four weeks’ notice before filing 
his motion, and it can therefore be argued at 
any moment after its filing that the Court is 
prepared to bear it. 

GROUNDS FOR DISMISSAL. 

The motion asks for the dismissal of the 
writ of error on the following grounds: 

1. Because there was no Federal question in- 
volvei in the trial. 

2. Because there was no Federal question 
presented to the State courts. 

8. Because there was no Federal question 
decided by the Stute courts. 

4. Because no Federu!l question was raised or 
decided in the opinions of the State courts. 

5. Because the validity of any statute was 
not drawn lu question on the ground of being 
repugnant to the Constitution, laws or treaties 
of the United States. 

6. Because there was no decision by the State 
Courts against any right or privilege set up or 
claimed by the defendant under the United 
States Constitution.

PAYING THE PIPER. 


How Chairman Delano Refused to Make 
Himself Liable for Expenses. 


From the beginning the management of the 
campaign on the Republican side has lacked 
confidence in its success. The silk-stocking 
element in the Twenty-secona Ward first 
sprung the convention idea, which was carried 
into the Central Committee by the Vice-Cbhair- 
man, John McFall. The proposition was op-

A MOVEMENT TO PUT A PARK AROUND THE 
NEW WATER TOWER. 


The North St. Louls Citizens’ Association 
Want the Work-House Gang to Grade 
the Streets in North St. Louis—Paving 
Grand Avenue With Pine-Wood Blocks 
—Grading and Paving Alleys—A Danger 
Theory Exploded—Munictpal News and 
Notes. 


A committee consisting of Messrs. Isaac H. 
Sturgeon, Frederick Schwartz, George Knapp 
and H. ©. Moore, representing the North 8t. 
Louis Citizens’ Association, calied at the office 
of the Mayor this morning to petition that of- 


ficial to help them out in the work of improving 


the property in the North End. The Citizens’ 
Association has cast its eyes on the new water 
tower on the corner of Bissell street and Blair 
avenue, and fancies that if a small park were 
laid out around it that that part of the city 
would be greatly helped by the improvement. 
When His Honor learned the mission of the 
gentlemen he sent for Water Commissioner 
Holman and President Flad of the Board of 
Publio Improvements, and a meeting was 
held. The decisionthe gentlemen arrived at 
was that the best way to secure the 


desired improvement is to have a special ord!- 
nance drufted and submitted to the Munici- 
pal Assembly at an early date. Messrs. Flad 
and Holman thought the idea a good one. 

The committee then made another proposi- 
tion tothe city officials which wus regarded 
also asa good idea, and that was that the 
Work-house gang be used to grade the streets 
in the northern sections of the oity 
as well as in the southwestern. 

The streets up north, the committee com- 
plained, were worse than blind alleys, and if 
a little grading was done the improvement 
would be vast. The Mayor suggested that it 
would be necessary to bulld two special cars 
to transfer the prisoners safely, or that 
another section of the Work-bouse wouid 
have to be built in North 8t. Louis. 
In either case the work could notbe done 
without the passage of an ordinance by the 
Assembly. The committee departed with 
high hopes as to the accomplishment of both 
of their objects, and they intend to have the 
ordinances drawn up and passed if possible. 
The Citizens Avsociation has about two hun- 
dred members. 


Special B. PF. 1. Meeting. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
special meeting this afternoon, and, besides 
the transaction of a lot of unimportant routine 
business, opened bids on along list of con- 


tracts for grading, paving and improving 
a number of alleys. The bids 
were referred to the committee on 
streets and alleys and will be awarded to-mor- 
row.

Mr. Michel a few days 
since secured a lot of work on Grand 
avenue for one section of which he 
has already completed his bond. Mut one name 
was necessary for the completion of the other 
bond, and the Board extended the time five 
days. The work under contract is the recon- 
struction with pine wood blocks of a section of 
Grand avenue included between Laclede ave- 
nue and Morgan street. The other section for 
which Mr. Michel has given bond lies between 
Morgan and Easton avenue, The other con- 
tractors are interested in Mr. Michel because 
he isa new man.

A BCENE OF HORROR. 


Destruction of Barnum’s Menagerie—Two 
Towns Badly Scorched. 


New Haven, Conn., November 21.—The 
animals’ quarters of Barnum’s circus, at 
Bridgeport, were burned to the ground last 
night. One of the watchmen, George N. 
Meyers, was making his rounds about 10 
o’clock, when he discovered flames in one 
corner of the buliiding, where the horses are 
kept. He rushed around the building toalarm 
other employes, when he was knocked sense- 
leas by some one with aclub. He lay on the 
ground unconscious for twenty minutes, and 
when he revived half of the building was 
in flames. He awakened sleepers in 
the buliding, and, some one rushed to 


an alarm-box half a mile away and pulled it, 
neglecting to sound the alarm froma box lo- 
cated atthe entrance to the grounds, This 
caused a delay of half an hour in the arrival 
of the Fire Department. When it did come 
itcould do nothing beyond saving the ad- 
jacent building from being destroyed. In the 
meantime twenty-eight elephants were turned 
loose. The white elephants, Samson and 
Alice, were destroyed. he other elep hants 
rushed about the city, and one fell ona man, 
breaking three of his ribs and one leg. The 
Cid lion, which Is often seen on the top of the 
chariot in street processions, was 
HAULED OUT OF THE FLAMES 

by his keeper, Wm. Bulkely. Assoonas he 
was out of building the crowd attempted to 
kill.him by beating -his head with clubs and 
firing shots Into him from a revolver. He was 
secured and placed in a pen, but broke out and 
scaling a ten-foot fence took refuge in a barn, 
where he killed a sow. He wasshot while 
making a breakfast of fresh meat. Eight 
men who were sleeping in the  build- 
ing barely escaped. with their lives, and 
one who was sick was dragged off his bed 
and out into the air. At 12 o'clock most of 
the elephants had been carralied. The rhi- 
noceros was got out of the building, 
— was burned and cut both dy getting 
out of the cage and by the;crowd, who seeme 
possessed to kill all animals which came 
out of the building. Only the cat animals 
were burned. The monkeysand others were 
in other buildings. Manyof the idols which 
are exhibited with the show were also 
burned. The cries of the burning animals 
were heartrending. Through thse flames 
could be seen the tigers, leopards and other 
cat animals dashing frantically about their 
cages, and ey | succumbing to the smoke 
and fame. The elephants rushed madly about 
the streets, lashing their burned and torn 
sides with their trunks, and scattering the 
crowds in all directions. It is reported thet 
several men were picked up, thrown 
over fences, and more or less in- 
ured. The birds were all in New York 

ity, at Centrab Park. In the paint- 
shop were many of the handsome chariots 
undergoing repairs. These were wheeled out 
as fast as possible, but not without injury: . At 
12 o'clock, what two hours before Bad been 
the home of some of the wonders ofthe earth 
lay a heap of smouldering ruins, from which 
ascentied the odor of burning flesh. The iron 
cages, twisted in all ways and still incandes- 
cent, stood out 12 — among the ruins 
against the dark background of the night 
beyond. 

THE NUMBER OF ANIMALS BURNED. 

Among the animals destroyed were four ele- 
phants, five lions, seven leopards, six 

unthers, four kangaroos, six horses and a 
urge number of smaller beasts. Among the 
elephants burned were Alice, Samson and the 
sacred white elephant. One of the 
large elephants escaped 
morning owas found drowned 
Sound near the light house, where it had 
gone in its fright. Aside from this, the only 
animal that escaped beyond the grounds was 
a large lion, which wandered into Uhristopher 
Sickards’ barn-yard, where it attacked a cow 
and calf, mak ng an early breakfast of the 
latter. Mrs, Sickards undertook to drive the 
beast away, not knowing or realizing the 
nature of the beast until warned by a neigh- 
bor, when she made a hasty retreat. The 
anima! was shot soon after by one of the cir- 
cus employes.

THE FORMER GREAT CURIOSITY IN THE 
AUSTRIAN EMPEROR’S MUSEUM. 


Strange and Romantic Career of a Favorite 
of the Viennese Court—Angelo Saliman,a 
Soudanese Negro, Adopted and Educated 
by Prince Lobkowits—The Black Man’s 
Marriage With a Noble Lady—The Hide 
of the Negro Stuffed After Death and Put 
in the Private Imperial Museum. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
VIENNA, November @.—Few persons are 
aware that until a short time ago, the natural 
history collection in the Imperial Palace at 
Vienna included among its most remarkabie 
curiosities the stuffed hide of a human being. 
The recent discussion concerning the card 
cases manufactured at Paris of Murderer 
Pranzini’s skin, has recalled attention to the 
fact and to the romantic history of the man 
who has so long figured in the Austrian Em- 
peror’s private museum. The name of 
the original owner of the hide was 
Angelo Saliman, who, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he was a coal biack 
negro, from the Soudanese tribe of the 
Gallas, was, nevertheless, the ancestor 
and grandfather ot several of the 
most noted members of the Viennese aristoc- 
racy. One of his grandsons is the Baron Ernst 
ven Feuchtersleben, who held a cabinet office 
for several years as Imperial Minister of the 
Public Worship Department. Another of his 
grandsons, the Baron Edouard Von Feuchter- 
sleben, ts a celebrated author and poet, while 


On two days a week, until quite lately, 
these members of the Austrian nobility had 
the extraordinary privilege of being able to 
visit their stuffed ancestor, who, seated on an 
arm chair, with his perfectly preserved feat- 
ure and staring glass eyes, presented a most 
life-like and uncanny appearance.

In the year 1740 Prince Lobkowitz, one of the 
principal Generals in the Imperial Austrian 
army, happened, while visiting the city of 
Messina in Sicily, to have his attention drawn 
to a little 7-year-old negro boy, who was act- 
ing as page to one of the noble ladies of the 
piace. Thechild was asserted to be the off- 
spring of a native King, and was said to have 
been kidnapped from his home and sold as a 
slave at Cairo. By some means or other he had 
come into the hands of a sea captain, trading 
between Alexandria and Sicily, who had 
brought him to Messina and presented him to 
the lady in question. The latter had caused 
him to be baptized by the name of Angelo Sali- 
man. Prince Lobkowitz took a great fancy to 
the boy, persuaded the lady to let 
him have the chud and took him 
into his service. Angelo followed 
his new master everywhere, was present with 
him throughout all the campaigns, and re- 
ceived a most careful education. On the death 
of the general he entered the service of Prince 
Liechtenstein as tutor of the latter's children. 
Angelo had become a remarkably learned 
man.

DETROIT, Mich., November 21.—Some days 
since a dispatch was sent to the Posr- 
DisPaTcou from this city, calling attention to 
avery peculiar editorial in the Evening News, 
the editor of which was said to bea partica- 
lar friend of Mr. Don M. Dickinson, about tv 
be appointed as kostmaster-General upon 
the elevation of Mr. Lamar to the Supreme 
bench, and the transfer of Mr. Vilas to the 
Interior Department. The editorial said 
among other things: Mr. Cleveland will have 
in his new Postmaster-General a man who 
has grown up with the country and who 
does not shiver with alarm when he hears a 
new idea advanced. It is in this 
latter respect that Mr. Dickinson 
will be most valuable to the Administration, 
which thus far has been one of more 
routine. Mr. Cleveland himself bas no more 
imagination than aciam, and his constitu- 
tional advisers are very much the same sort of 
men. The result of this combination bas been 
an Administration without a policy, for cer- 
tainly no one will call the civil-service business 
apolicy. It may have been well enough that 
the Cabinet was formed of such men in thé be- 
ginning, but it is now time to show the 
country that the party is capable of something 
more than routine. Mr. Dickinson, whatever 
else may be said of bim, is not a slave of rou- 
tine. He has imagination and ideas, and he 
has the courage to take the risk of a step for- 
ward, even when wiseacres fear that it is astep 
in the dark. We do not think he will 
be a mere clerk in the Cabinet. If he can not 

inspire the Government with the energy to go 
forward ip some direction he will get out of it, 
for there will be no comfort for a man ot his 
temperament in doing drudgery which cheaper 
men caa do as well, and perhaps better than 


hne. 


THE ARTICLE CONDEMNED. 

Theeditorial seems to have excited much 
attertion, and Saturday the following dis- 
patch from Washington was published here: 
„Tie editorial from a Detroit paper, sup- 
pored to be friendly to Mr. Dickinson, has 
crated a great deal of talk. The general im- 
pression is that all such outbursts against the 
resident and his Cabinet, coupled with praise 
jor Mr. Dickinson, are the worst things that 
tould be done at this time. On more than 
one occasion an appointment, practically

Mr. Dickinson has all along steadfastly re- 
fused to talk on the subject of his 
appointment or anything even remotely 
connected therewith, and the paper 
that contained the editorial has also not 
yet seen fit to put Mr. Dickinson right in the 
matter. Yesterday, however, ex-Mayor W. G. 
bhompson, who isan intimate friend of Mr. 
ckinson and who speaks by authority, wrote 
the following statement: 

It is not now and never has been true that 
the News is an organ of Mr. Dickinson, but on 
the contrary it bas invariably opposed him and 
repeatedly attacked him with the utmost viru- 
lence. Neither is it true that he has ever been 
the legal adviser of the News. He, on the con- 
trary, having refused agenrral retainer from 
the News, has been on one side or the other of 
nage f important litigation that bas occurred 
in thie city for many years,and bas been some- 
times for the defense and not infrequently 
for the prosecution of the many libel 
suits in which this paper s 
most incessantiy enguged. Mr. Dickinson 
was of counse! in case of Dr. McLean vs. The 
News (in which a verdict of $20,000 was ob- 
tained), and in at least two otherlibel suits in 
which large verdicts were secured against the 
News. Neither is it true that the editor of the 
Newe isa personal friend of air. Dickinson,

ews is owned by Mr. J. E. Scripps, who is a 
strong RepuDlican, though the paper ciaims to 
be independent. The editorial in question 
may or may not reflect the personal views of 
the editor, or it may have been intended to 
create a sensation, such as the News frequently 
indulges in, or most probably was intended as 
a cover to the attack on Mr. Dickin- 
son, but certain it is shat it does not 
refiect the sentiments of Mr. Dickinson or his 
friends. Therditorial in question has been 
televraphed broadcast over the country bya 
Republican syndicate here, and dves Mr. 
Dickinson a very «roves injustice, and I desire 
that justice may be done towards a gentie- 
man upon whom a concerted attempt is being 
made to place him in a false position before 
the country.’’ 

A GENERAL DENIAL.

Alleged Discovery of a New Will Disposing 
of the Kstate.

BONHAM, Tex.,N ovember 21.—New develop- 
mentg in the famous Thomas Bean estate came 
to light yesterday in the discovery of a wil. 
The estate, consisting chiefly of land, is worth 
nearly $2,000,000. The will ia dated August 15, 
1887, and was mailed the same day on a train 
on the Santa Fe Railroad, the envelope being 
addressed to Smith & Taylor, Bonham. The 
letter went to the Dead-letter Office, where 


it was found to be intended for Col. Robert 
Taylor of this city, und 8. N. Smith, 
who livesin Fannin County. Accompanying 
the will is a note from W. C. Ferpont. 
dated Burnett County, stating that the 
instrument was properly executed by Perpont. 
The will is dated Fannin County and claims to 
be Bean’s first and last will. One-baif the 
estate is left to Nancy C. Gee of Washington 
County, an auntof Thomas Bean. The other 
half of the estate is to be sold and disposed of 
as follows: One-filth to go tothe churches of 
Fannin County, one-fifth to be divided among 
Bean's former slaves, one-fifth to go to the 
poor children of Fannin County, for the pur- 
pose of education; one-fifth to go to the ex- 
ecutors, Robert Taylor and S. M. Smith, and 
one-fifth to go to the County of 
Fannin. The man Perpont is not 
known here, but Nancy C. Gee has 
been heard of by several citizens. This wiil 
cuts off the Bean heirs in Wushington, D. C., 
and J. A. Saunders, who claims to be Thomas 
Bean's brother. Saunders is still in Bonham 
and his story is credited by many He claims 
that Thos. Bean’s name was Saunders, and 
was Chunged to Bean because he killed a man 
in Tennessee forty — ago. Saunders will 
contest the will. he estate lies chiefly in 
Fannin County.

ETHICAL CULTURE. 


SECOND ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE SO 
CIETIES HELD YESTERDAY IN CHICAGO, 


Prominent St. Louisan Who Attended the 
Gathering—The Aim of Ethical Cult- 
ure Defined, and the Statement Ac- 
cepted by the United Societies—Felixz 
Adler’s Address— the Delegates — Dr. 
Stevens, the St. Louis President, Speaks 
—Interesting Proceedings. 


Memorial Hall was closed yesterday morn- 
ing to the followers of Ethical Culture, owing 
to the session of the annual convention of the 
Ethical Societies, which required Mr. Sheldon’s 
presence in Chicago. Mr. Sheldon, in re- 
turn to-day gave practically the follo K ac- 
count of of what was done in Chicago: 

This is the second of these conventions 
held since the movement started eleven 
or twelve years ago. The first 
convention was held in May, 1886, in New 
York City at the timeof the tenth anniversary 
of the society in that city. As 
it was planned to hold these 
conventions in rotation in the various oities 
where societies had been organized, the seo- 
ond session fell to Chicago. The Fraternity of 
Ethical Lectures, consisting of Felix Adler, 
W. M. Salter, 8. B. Weston, Stanton Ooit and 
W. L. Sheldon, met on Thursday of last 
week at the residence of Mr. Salter, in Chi- 
cago, to discuss the plans for the meeting, and 
to prepare a statement of principles, or of the 
general aim of the ethical movement. The 
meetings of the Convention were held on Fri- 
day and Saturday at the Ethical Society rooms, 
45 Randolph street, Chicago, and yesterday at 
the Grand Opera House. 

WHO WERE THERE. 

Delegates were present from all four so0- 
cleties in the four cities. From St. Louis there 
Were four delegates, Dr. Chas. W. Stevens, 
H. M. Dumphee, John H. Fry, and the lectur- 
er of the society, W. L. Sheldon. From Phila- 
delphia were present Dr. C. N. Pierce, Mrs. J. 
P. H. Goodwin, Dr. -Frances Emily White, 
Miss Charlotte Porter, and the lecturer of the 
society, 8. B. Weston. From New York there 
were four delegates, Phillip Vettre, Alfred 
Jaretzal, and the lecturers of the society, 
Felix Adler and Stanton Coit. From Chicago 
there were present six delegates, Judge Henry 
Booth, Otis T. Favor, Joseph Errant, 
H. De Roode, Dr. ) ee 3 Morey, 
Alderman Manlere of the City Council 


and the lecturer of the society, W. M. Salter. 
Other delegates among them George A. 
Black of ew York, J. Sellers Ban- 
croft of Philadeiphia, and James 
Taussig of St. Louis we prevented 
from being present owing to business engage- 
ments at home. The first bus ness of the oun- 
vention was to adopt a statement of the gen- 
eral aim of the movement and revise and 
adopt the constitution. The statement of 
principles is expressed in a single sentence, 
WHAT ETHICAL CULTURE AIMS TO DO. 

»The general aim of the ethical movement, 
as represented by this Union, is to elevate the 
moral life of ite members and of the com- 
munity ,and it cordially welcomes to its fellow. 
ship all persons who may be lu sympathy with 
this aim, whatever may be their theological or 
philosophical opinions.“ 

This statement was unanimously adopted. 
Its acceptance marks, perhaps, the most Im- 

ortant step in the history of the movement. 
rue undertaking is thus placed on the broad 
morality, and 
of the pressing need of its further- 
ance in the world, welcoming thus 
ail persons who may be ju the churches or 
outside of the chureh, provided thatthey are 
willing themselves in this common effort to 
waive their difference of creed. After the 
adoption of the constitution by the delegates 
the second matter of business for the conven- 
tion was taken up, that ls the plans for the ex- 
tension of the movement into other cities 
throughout the country. 

PROF. ADLER 
took the floor and stated his convictions on 
this issue. 

‘*‘I want to say what it was that sugrested 
such a pian of extension to the minds of the 
lecturers in the different cities. The factis 
that we are not desirous of organizing numer- 
ous societies, } 

‘*We think that nothing is more reprehens!- 
bie, nothing less to be desired than a mushroom 
growth. In the nature of our principles it is 
to be desired that the growth of the societies 
at first must be siow, must be small at the start 
and work their way into the community like a 
wedge. But it ie to our interest that 
the societies should be strong. Now, to 
make them strofig does not imply nsumeri- 
cal increase, but it implies spiritual 

owth—inward growth. We feel that we 
ave now «ot a foothold. That la what we 
have wanted. Now we have started societies 
in four of the chief cities of the United States. 
We have marked out the four outposts in 
certain paris of our country. What we are 
most Ir aiming to do is to develop the 
n of the societies, to make them sink 

eep into those who are members, and to de- 
velop the institutions which must grow out of 
those principles, a society, a religious society 
which will in spirit—whatever it may be tech- 
nically—embrace everyone, and extend its 
influence through ite Institutions, 
I may say from my own experience that we are 
constantly receiving communications from 
different cities asking all about our societies— 
asking what ethical societies mean. There 
are reasons why this subject of the extension 
of ethics! societies to cities where no such so- 
cieties exist should be broached. We know 
that in various cities of the Union there are 
groups of persons, most valuable persons, 
men of influence in their re ve commn- 
nities, who are generally as deeply oo- 
cupied with our ethical movement as we are 
ourselves. These groups are not yet 
sufficiently numerous, and the time has not 
et come for organizing societies in their local- 
ties. Iwill mention Baltimore, where some 
irty persons collected towetber 
requested that a society bs organized. In Cin 
cinnat! between thirty and forty people bav 
themselves for the pu of

the future. Dr. Stevens especially won 
the hearts of those present in narrati 
his reminiscences of the village of Chicag 
when he was a resident there forty-nine 
— ago. He was followed by a lady-mem- 

er of the Ethical Society in ndon, Mrs. 
Macallum, who reada short paper exvressing 
the sympathy of the English in this under- 
taking. After a few words from Mr. Me- 
comber of Toledo the main addressof the 
morning was delivered by Prof. Adler. That 
portion of his address which dealt with the 
relation of the ethical movement to 
and systems of philosophy was as follows: 

ETHICAL CULTURE AND CREEDS. 

The ethical movement is not lim ted to any 
system of philosophy. We sax as ing sa 
in his parable of the Three ugs, that ro- 
ligion is the best religion which pro- 
duces the best results. we say that 
theory which can be shown to produce 
the noblest type of character, the most 
finished scruples, the most exalted standard 
of conduct, that theory is the true ethical 
theory. Notinthe closet of the thinkers, bus 
inthe open life, in the stress of the struggle 
for existence, amid the manifold temptations 
with which the senses beset us, will 
the true ethical 
triumphantly approved. 
to the one lank which 
platform of the movement, 
ground on which we can all stand together 
aud forget our differences, and work band 
in hand and sboulder to shoulder to- 
gether for that whic is alone 
worth working for and living for, 
actual elevation of the buman 
ourselves as members of the race. 

robiem of our movement is how to join 
iberty of mind with unity of the heart. ho 
then, shall say we have not a great and 
definite purpose?

TWO MURDER TRIALS. 


Docket for Trial To-Day~—The Marstellas 
Murder Case Begun. 


There were two murder cases docketed for 
trial in the Criminal Court this morning. One .
